To those who oan escape for a time 
from the heat anrl dust and noise of the 
city, a visit to the country at this sea 
son is especially refreshing. The soft 
sward reHtB the feet from the weariness 
of :<tone and wood pavements, the cool 
woods invite us to their nlsuleH, the 
fields are gay with (lowers, and I Lie air 
is Bweet with rich odors. The wild 
grasses have now attained their full 
growth. On dry hills the .June grass is 
alreadv brown and ripe, but in lower 
pasture lands the purple blossom has 
just dropped off, and the seeds are 
hardening at the top of the slender 
stem. In all the, world of Nature it -is 
doubtful if i here is anything more 
graceful than a plant of June grass in 
its prime. The leaves are long and 
delicately formed, and the fine elastic 
stem sways sirily with the slightest 
breeze. The arrangement of the seed 
cluster at the top is harmonious and 
beautiful. From the color of its bloom 
the June grass is more generally known 
farther south as blue grsiha. The State 
of Kentucky owes its pre eminence, as 
the "horse pasturing Argos" of the 
western world, to the nutritive quali- 
ties of this plant. Scarcely less grace 
t'ul are various grasses that grow in 
wet valleys, or on the borders of slow- 
flowing streams. These also are now in 
their prime, and cannot fail to draw 
the admiral ion of all loving observers 
of nature. Jn the upland meadows the 
bloHsoms of the red clover have turned 
brown, and fur away, on this side and 
that, wo hear the rapid mechanic*! 
clinking of the mowing machine. Butthe 
poetry of hay-making nearly all disap- 
peared with the decadence of the 
scythe and tlin hand-rake. Seldom now 
do we hear the ringing music of the 
mower whetting his blade, or ill" soft 
rhythmic "swish" of the cutting and 
falling of the grass from the scythe. 
We have changed all that. Those prim- 
itive melodies resound no more from 
our haylields; they are tilled with the 
clatter of mowing machines and horse- 
rakes On the farms nowadays, as well 
as in the cities, ever}' thing is done in a 
rush and a hurry. There is no lime (o 
absorb and enjoy the sweet influences 
of the seasons. Of course we can raise 
and cure more hay than our fathers, 
but we are not therefore better nor 
happier than they. Perhaps we cannot 
hear as well as they the blissful har- 
monies of nature for the clatter of our 
machines. The early wild Bowers are 
all gone, but the later ones are not less 
beautiful. The woods are Loo dense fir 
most of our summer flowers, but they 
abound on the outskirts of the forest, 
in fallows and woodland pastures, and 
in the corner of rail fences that cross 
the cultivated fields. Daisies and but- 
tercups arc everywhere; they are so 
common that the country people icirci - 
Ir know that they are beautiful. Bui 
those who have spent the working 
hours of the year with little else in 
sight than the bare walls of a city of 
Gee, or the oack yards of city boarding- 
bouses, feel quite different towards the 
daisies. Now, too, the wild roses are 
in bloom. The common, low-bush vari- 
ety is not especially attractive, but tho 
sweet-brier rose is, without doubt, the 
most delicately beautiful in color and 
structure of all our summer flowers. 
Tho dewy freshness of the whole (low- 
er and the exquisite purity of coloring 
that sufTustm the petals are surely tho 
subtlest essences of our summer sun 
ami showers.

A NORTHERN COAST RAILROAD. 

The more the suggestion of "J.S.H." 
for a northern coast railroad iu consider- 
ed tho moro fuuBibln doea it appear, and 
the moro reasonable ita details. It is not 
intended that this remark should be tukeu 
for a thorough endorsement of its present 
practicability,— for to make such an as- 
sertion would bo indicative of an impetu- 
osity not at all consonant with oareful de- 
liberation. Yet as far as it Iias been 
explained — and it has been explained 
by our correspondent most ably— 
the inductions appour logical, and 
all of them tangible oxoopting, perhaps, 
that, as to the immediate necessity of such 
a lino — whether circumstances are such ub 
to apparently warrant such an anticipa- 
tion of what will certainly one day be a 
decided requirement of trade. As to just 
when that day may bo, one's judgment, 
even though based upon experience and 
observation, may err ; and yet it is upon 
a correct conclusion on this point that 
tho success of the work would depend. 
Tho time was when railways followed 
settlement more than caused it ; but here, 
on the American continent, the oxpori 
mont was tried of making thorn tho pion 
eers of civilization. How well it has 
succeeded has become a byword; and the 
question now bears moro as to what 
grounds there are for reasonably suppos- 
ing such settlement would follow; — in 
other words, what inducements would the 
nature of tho country thus opened up 
to communication with commercial 
points offer of a fairly profitable trade I 

We have seen so many enterprises that 
at one time seemed startling crowned 
with success, as to hesitate in spoakin 
with positivism of this proposed line of 
railway, even under the present aspect of 
tho case. There is a good quantity of 
agricultural land on tho northeast coast 
of the island — sufficient for very many 
homesteads — tliero are fresh holds for tho 
lumber industry, also that of fishing, in 
eluding the black cod banks of Queen 
Charlotte's islands; and there is the north 
ward travel of all who would bo concerned 
in these fields, besides miners and tourists 
Such reflections furnish . appreciable 
ground for supposing that a north coast 
lino might bo a profitable investment if 
impetus were given to the comparatively 
undisturbed resources of our country 
Tho cost without doubt would be great; 
and in saying this, we believe it is too 
groat to promiao to be a paying specula- 
tion in the immediate future. We re- 
serve tho right to modify our opinion 
concurrent with those changes of circum- 
stances that so materially altor cases. One 
of these would bo the contemplated con 
struction of a more northern overland 
roulo. 



THE SONOEBSH SALE. 

If the Industrial News persists in quo- 
ting sentiments that wore never uttered, 
and attributing to us motives which have 
no existence outside the lurid imagination 
of our contemporary, ho need not be sur- 
prised if further discussion of the Sou 
geosh sale ia declined by us. Last week 
wo complimented the I. N. upon tho fair- 
ness which had characterizod his course 
in former controversies. We regret that 
that compliment is not now applicable. 
He has lately shown an utter dis- 
regard for facts and has stooped to distort 
and misquote a sentence. Having been 
corrected he has repeated the offeuce. 
Nothing moro remains to be said to the 
News on the subject. But we havo this 
to Bay to tho publio : That bo far as the 
sale of tho reserve goes tho Dominion 
Government have roceivod good valuo for 
their land. If tho tract had been located 
on Burrard Inlet in the path of the (J. P. 
R., and if it had belonged to private 
parties tho appraisers would have fixed a 
value of S>2 to 84 an acre for what Mr. 
Dunsmuir paid upwards of $i)()0. If it be 
"a job" to sell tho sito to the Island Rail- 
way Go, for StiO.OOO, what kind of a trans- 
action was it that gave the Canadian 
Pacific railway 227 milos of completed 
track in British Columbia for constructing 
a lino of railway from the East to Savo - 
na ferry / Without the Island railway 
what would tho Songeosh village bo worth 
to-day ! For the matter of that, what 
would bo tho value of tho townaito of 
Victoria if tbore had been no Island rail- 
way with the certainty of rapid and cheap 
communication with the oast.

I see that curtain parties (according to 
an item in last Colunist) doulit tho asser- 
tion made by Mr. Thompson in reference 
to his being shot at on tho Granite Creek 
trail a fow weeks ago. They appear to 
accept the vague rumor, that it was done 
by a parly of Indians returning from a 
hunting expedition. Others have it that 
it was a prospector returning from a fruit- 
less Bearch for I he precious metal who 
Iked wildly in the air. Now, I ask you, 
Mr. Editor, and the citizens of Nicola, 
not to accept and circulate such vague 
reports winch perhaps wore gotten up by 
tho very parties that dill tlie shooting. 
While Mr. Thompson was below, and on 
the night he was expected to arrivo at 
Nicola, a young man somewhat resem- 
bling Mr. T. was held up on trie road be- 
tween !l and 10 o'clock in the evening by 
two mon catching his iiair, but finding 
their mistake they merely enquired if Mr, 
Thompson had come back yet, and whore 
thoy could find a lodging for the night. 
This was thought little of until tho next 
trip that Mr. T. made from Granite, viz., 
on the Mist August, when this sumo young 
man had occasion to visit Mr. Coutlio's, 
and on his returning home, when about 
tho center of the Indian resevo, he was 
shot at, and very narrowly being killod. 
Tho chargo passed through the crown of 
his hat not half an inch from his head, 
tho parties being so close that the powder 
singed his eyebrows and hair. As the 
gun flashed lie distinctly saw two men 
under the bank not 10 feet away.

Victoria, Sept. 10, l8tfd. 
To rim Editor:— Very good authority 
says that the railway running through tho 
whole length of Vancouver Island to its 
northern end can bo built at once, pro- 
vided that a certain amount of interest 
por annum for a liked number of years 
be guaranteed upon an amount of capital 
to be agreed upon. That when tho earn- 
ing! of tho railway pay this amount of 
interest the guaranteed interest shall 
cease, and in any case the guarantors 
shall not at any time be called upon to 
pay more than sulueient to make up tho 
earnings of tho railway to yield the agreed 
upon percentage upon tho agreed upon 
capital. 

The above is verbose, but it is hoped that 
readers may bo able to grasp the princi- 
ple. 

Say, then, tho capital required will be 
Gvo million dollars. 

Say tho interest shall ho two per cent, 
per annum — and hero lot it bo remarked 
that the greater the number of years guar- 
anteed the lower might be tho rate of in- 
terest per annum. As the railway will 
be tho property of the railroad company 
they ought to share the risk, if any. 

Tho interest at two percent, will bo 
one hundred thousand dollars per annum 
for the stated number of years or less 
should tho earnings of the railroad pay. 
Say one-third Jof this, viz., thirty-three 
thousand dollars, will have to be paid by 
the provincial government, and the re- 
mainder provided by the federal govern- 
ment (and possibly the imperial govern- 
ment), becauso, as I have endeavored to 
show in previous letters, the revenue of 
tho federal government will, by the nil- 
way and increased traoe consequent 
thereon, be far ahead of that received by 
tho local government. 

The local government, i.e., the minis- 
ter of finance, then has to provide tho 
means, viz. , $33,000 per annum. Thirty- 
three thousand for twenty years will 
amount to §060,000. Ask the com- 
pany to tako it in trade ! Let it 
he here remarked that to build a waggon 
road of tho same length as the projeoted 
railway through the length of Vancouver 
Island tho cost will bo about forty 
thousand dollars. It will be bettor to 
give this amount to assist in building the 
railway — which will be infinitely more 
usoful and profitable. Now for assols. 
Vancouver Island has still five million 
acres of land to trade with, exclusive of 
the extent in the archipelago. The pro- 
vince does not require unoccupied laud, 
but does require people. Exchange the 
one for the other. It matters not to 
whom the land belongs provided it be 
peopled. Tho railway will people the 
land — it will bo to its interest to do so — 
and the interest of the province likewise. 
Iu lieu then of the thirty-three thousand 
dollars per annum, give t ho company 
sufficient land to covor tho capitalized 
sum, viz., six hundred and sixty thou- 
sand dollars, in addition to tho amount of 
Und required for the track and say three 
•r four in lea on one side thereof, with tho 
usual proviso of soiling it. Of course tho 
local government can, in order to get the 
cash, sell tho amount of land required to 
meet the interest on tho capital — but tho 
land must then bo reserved in 
this case for this special purpose— i. e. , 
the income therefrom. 

Tho foregoing is only an ideal sketch of 
a plan to get tho railroad built, but it may 
by many be oonsidored too favorable a 
showing. Those who think so may add 
to the figures as much as they pleaso. 
The principle will remain the same, — a 
few thousands more will only stagger 
small-idead people. Fast travelling is 
expensive, but it pays ; time well spent 
is money. How much has it cost during 
the past forty years to people the email 
extent now occupied of Vancouver island/ 
To BOttlo an infinitely larger area of tho 
island, with great accruing profits from 
this and other sources, will cost much less 
by the scheme proposed und the time, in- 
stead of being forty mure years, will be 
very, very much less. The railway can 
easily be built within the next five years; 
people will accompany it stop by step, and 
business will be more than proportional, 
What matters it if the province pays a 
million or so dollars, when by bo doing 
the island can be quickly peopled, rapid 
communication had with the east and 
west coast, and following this, as a mat- 
tor of courss, ships bringing trade to and 
from Alaska, from the coasts of the 
mainland, and, as Mr. Moore slates, 
from China and Japan and natural- 
ly, also, from Queen Charlottes 
island and the various fisheries round 
about, Add to these the probability of a 
railway from the interior to Bute Inlet and 
a ferry across, or Port Simpson and Alaska 
with .steamboat connection, and it will at 
once be seen that iho outlay will be profit- 
able to British Columbia and undoubtedly 
to the federal government, as they would 
receive a large additional income from a 
large, new and ever increasing trade. It 
need Hcaroely be added that as a ferry is 
practicable between Burrard fillet and N.i- 
uaimo, so it is equally practicable between 
Hutu Inlet and Vancouver Island, or quite 
as easily between Pugot Sound and 
Esqulmalt. Look at the other side: With- 
out this expenditure the province will walk 
with laggard step aud the advantages of 
trade, and ho forth, fall into other hands 
going ahead of the province aud Canada! 
Additional prosperity can be achieved by 
additional outlay, and this can be achieved 
not by apathy nud inertness, but by a 
long pull, a strong pull and a pull all to- 
gether. J.S.H.

The healing Vessel Seizures. 

At Winnipeg, Hon. Mr. Poster, ininie- 
tor of marine and fisheries, said: "Re- 
cently threo Canadian fishing vessels were 
seized in those waters though over sixty 
miles from land. Ono of thorn was taken 
to San Francisco and tho crow set adrift. 
L'hoy made their way back to Victoria, 
and i had their depositions taken us to 
tho circumstuncos of tho seizure. These 
depositions go to show that tho seizures 
wore made sixty miles from land. Re- 
presentations based on these will bo made 
to tho British government. Tho crews 
of tho other two vessels were put oil' at 
OuiiahiBka and the three vessels retained 
by revenue cutters. Tho United States 
claim about throe hundred miles of open 
so» south and west of the Alaska coast 
undo, their bargain with Russia, at claim 
with which tho governments of the 
United States and England will now have 
to deal."

ALASKA NEWS. 

The Thornton's Captain ami 
Mate Imprisoned and 
lined. 

The steamer Idaho which arrived at 
Port Townsend on Friday from Alaska, 
brings moro gold dust than before at one 
shipment. She reports that miners have 
arrived at Juneau from tho Yukon, and 
after buying provisions returned at once. 
No definite news was obtained from them, 
but they had considerable gold dust with 
which to pay for their provisions. It is 
thought that the Yukon country is not 
up to the standard that is represented. 

A Chinaman was arrested at Killisnoo 
on Aug. 24 th for violation of tho revenue 
law and is now held at Sitka for trial, 

.lames Ogilvio, master, and James 
Blako, male, of the English schooner 
Oarolena; Hans Guttsormen,| muster, and 
S. Noruian, mate, of the English schooner 
Thornton; D. Monroo, master, and J. 
Marketich, mate, of the English schooner 
Onward ; and C. A. Iluynor, master, aud 
John Johnson, mate, of tho American 
schooner San Diego, seized by the Cor- 
win for violation of tho fishing laws, were 
arraigned before Judge Dawson on Aug. 
25th at Sitka. Tho crows of the vessels 
were not arrested. Captain Kiynor was 
found guilty as charged and sentenced to 
two months' imprisonment. His mate, 
Johnson, was sentenced to thirteen days' 
imprisonment. 

Tho case in re the schooner Thornton 
wan argued by the district attorney and by 
Messrs. 1). A. Dingley and W. Clark for the 
defence, nnd the jury arrived at a verdict iu 
an hour. The finding was guilty as to both 
parties and the fixing of a punishment of 
30 days' imprisonment and $500 fine against 
Guttsormen, and 30 days' imprisonment 
and $300 line against Norman, The parties 
were sentenced accordingly Iu pronounc- 
ing sentence, Judge Dawson remarked that 
the offense of which tho defendants stood 
convicted was one of a very serious charac- 
ter, and that they had no moro right to go 
into the waters of another nation and in- 
terfere with its industries, and damage its 
properties and impair the privileges of its 
lessees than they had to go upon another 
man's land ami appropriate bis crops. Ho 
said tho Uuitod Stilton would have been 
justified iu alllxinga much greater penalty 
to the offense than the law had prescribed, 
in which event their punishment might 
have been much more serious, 

The difficulty of securing another jury 
panel i:i Sitka of qualified residents induced 
the continuance of the trial of the mastor 
aud mate of the schooner Onward until 
September 6, when they were doubtless 
dealt with in the same manner. 

Tho United States ship Plata left Sitka 
on September 4th for Lakutat to bring 
Lieutenant Schwa tka's exploring party 
back. 

A sad sfory comes from the warm 
springs of Sitka. Mrs. Archer, of Juneau, 
Mrs. Woodley, of 1'ort Townsend, and 
Mrs. IS. B. Brown, wife of tho deputy 
collector, accompanied by two infants, 
went to the springs, the two former la- 
dies being afflicted with rheumatism and 
hoping there to regain their health. Two 
men left the springs about August 27th in 
the only boat there, promising to a send 
a steam launch for the ladies from Sitka. 
This they forgot to do. On August 29th 
Mrs. Brown's infant was taken ill and 
soon died. The only man left at tho 
springs started across the trail for assist- 
ance, and tor two days the poor women 
woro loft alone with the dead infant. A 
canoe at length arrived, and the Indians 
took tho ladies and tho corpse to Sitka, 
whoro thoy arrived the next day. The 
man who had gone for assistance arrived 
alter tlioin. Mrs. Archer was left at the 
springs, as she was iu such a condition 
that it was impossible to move her. A 
steam launch was at once sent to her re- 
lief. Mrs. Brown and x\lrs. Woodley are 
completely broken down, but it is hoped 
that they will recover. 



Gusll|rhl lor Hie City. 

To cue Editor: — Reference to Iheoloc- 
tric light in this city and the article in to- 
day's issuo set the ratepayers thinking, 
and when it is considered in an economi- 
cal point of view wo are led to think we 
are paying very dearly for such a luxury. 
It is vary well to try aud eclipse New 
York and other largo cities in this respect, 
but in a oily like Victoria electricity will 
never bo made to pay for various ronsons, 
and the alarming death rate connected 
with the working of it makes it still moro 
expensive, It is said that life insuranoe 
companies will not insure men who aro so 
employed, as some of the best electricians 
havo lost their lives - boon taken away in 
the prime of life. 1 was sorry to see in 
to-day 'a issue another added to the num- 
ber, Supt. Brock way, of Minneapolis, 
but thin is only a beginning, 1 fear, of a 
groat mortality, You remark, "That the 
cost of running the machinery, if con- 
tinued under the present system, would 
be S'i enormous that it. would bo better 
tor tho city to shut down tho whole outfit 
and make a new departure." This seems 
to be now iu place before accepting a 
scheme that is likely to be a source of 
trouble and great expense to the city. 
I fully concur with your remarks, and it 
is the better course to pursue, as tho old 
adage, "Marry in hasto aud repent, at 
leisure," is a true one, and before tho 
city weds itself to a schuino which is 
hkoly to be a loss to it, they had better 
think twice. I would like to hear from 
the light committee as to t ho probable cost 
por month or year of the present system. 
If I remember rightly, it was a large fig- 
ure, but still it turns out to bo far short 
of the amount required to meet expenses. I 
hear the light is not up to the standard, und 
tho engines are defective as to power, re- 
quiring two engines instead of one, which 
means double the amount of labor, double 
the amount of fuel, and everything else in 
proportion, Had tho city entered into an 
agreement with a gas company to supply 
gas to the city it would have boon supplied 
to them at less than half the present cost of 
electricity, and would have boon on every 
street coiner, which will never bo reached 
by tho electric lights. In fact, now, parts 
of the oily are just as dark as ovor and as 
difficult to get along in a dark night. Hud 
the city desired large gas towers as aro now 
used in some cities they could be erected; 
they give as much light as tho small elec- 
tric tJWOl'B now in the city, and a far better 
light, free from the dickering and the glare 
which is blinding to man and animal as 
well. The gas totvors now erected in the streets 
of souio cities give a very powerful light, 
and are ho much cheaper und without dan- 
ger that they are superseding electricity 
where elect ri.iity has been tried, and at Iohh 
than half the cost. It is likely the present 
gas company would bo willing to supply gas 
that would Be a saving to the city, or in tho 
ovent of their not doing so the city could 
have a gnu company of its own, by which it 
would receive a handsome return for itn 
investment, instead of tho present untried 
and expensive plan, Ratkpaybb, 
Victoria, Sept, 11, 1880.

His Lordship Bishop Mclntyre, bishop 
of Charlottetown, P- accompanied 
by Fathers j. A. E. Moponald and D. J. 
Gillis, of tho same diocese, arrived in the 
city last evening on a visit to the "sunset 
province." Thuy came over the lino of 
the Cuuadiau Pacific railway, making the 
journey a continuous ono, witlifl tho ex- 
ception of a day's delay at Winnipeg. 
His lordship has crossed the Alps many 
times, und in conversation with a repre- 
sentative of Tiu Colonist last evening ex- 
pressed the opinion that in many respects 
the mountain scenery of British Colum- 
bia eclipsed that of tho Alpine heights. 
Asked us to his opinion of the pro- 
vince, he said that it would boom 
to him to be ono of groat development 
and coitaiu of a grand future. His Lord- 
ship has now crossed from tho shores of 
the Atlantic to the ultima thule of tho 
Dominion, hitherto so inaccessible to our 
eastern Canada friends. That gigantic 
undertaking, the steel band, which 
now unites tho scattered provinces into 
one grand Dominion, seemed to our vis- 
itors to show pluck and perseverance of 
the highest quality imaginable, A few 
years ago Vancouver Island was a far 
away laud to be heard of, but never seen; 
now a comparatively brief journey 
brings our "back east" friends 
through the future garden of 
Oanada'to us far west province. Bishop 
Mclntyre is a venerable prelate, 
who is justly regarded by all denominations 
ot people in his owu "tight little isle" as a 
gentleman of high intellectual gifts added 
to-purity of heart and modesty of tearing. 
Over twenty-live years ago this patriarchal 
bishop and the pious and zoalous Bishop 
Rogers of Chatham X. B., were consecrat- 
ed together, and the latter saintly man is 
wont to cull them "twin brothers."

Hovers' l*ass— Its Saloons, Oam< 
liling i>oiis and Dance 
Houses.

(From our Traveling Correspondent.) 
Summit of tuk Sklkirkh, Sept. u. 
The passenger train leaves Donald for 
the west at nine in the morning and on 
I ho Saturday we left the sky was ovor- 
cist and tlio mountains almost, invisible 
This is exasperating to thu tourist who 
lias heard recounted the wonders of tho 
Rogers pass, and inure particularly at the 
summit, whore tho railway is -1,200 feet 
above noa level and where the mountains 
lower seven or eight thousand foot 
above the track. As we skip along wo 
i. re enabled to aeo tho windings of the 
Heaver, at places running in rapids or 
through narrow canons. We note the 
.Stony creek bridge 2!>0 feet from the bot- 
tom of tho ravine, and discern but a por- 
tion of 

MOUNT OAUROL, 
the highest peak in the Sulkirks, being 
11,200 feet from sea level. 

It was cold and rainy when the train 
reached lhe summit, and the train only 
flopped time enough to let off your cor- 
respondent , tho ono solitary passenger, 
and got train orders to tho Glacier. It ia 
at the summit where th-« greater number 
of men are engaged in building the snow- 
aheds, and a town of a month's growth 
lias Bpruni! up, buill after the style of 
other temporary railway towns and com- 
posed ol the same class of business houses 
as uru found in such places, chiefly sa- 
loons, gambling and dance houses, to be- 
guile the hard earnings of the laborer and 
allow him to leave after his season's Work 
"broke." A bod was secured at tho 
"best hotel " Tho law requires that re- 
freshment and lodging be furnished bo- 
fore license is granted and in this particu- 
lar case tho attempt consisted of a spa- 
cious saloon, the bar being on one side, 
tho stu i-horse poker and other gaming 
tables on the othor. Tho sleeping ao- 
oommodation consisted of one largo room 
with seven beds, separated from tho sa- 
loon by a cotton partition. Bick of this 
were two private rooms, the partitions 
being of tho same airy character. The 
refreshments consisted of a free lunch 
counter

during the day is necessary dull, the great- 
er-majority of the population, of course, 
consisting of the men employed on con- 
struction, A good meal is procurable at 
the restaurant with tbo rather suggestive 
name of "Can can Chop House." There 
tre altogether about fifteen hotels (J) in 
this raiLvay town of R igora past, all sta- 
tioned there, not fur the purpose of re- 
freshment, hut simply and solely with 
the object of gaining tho wages of the 
railway employe**, either through drink- 
ing or gambling, Suiie of . tho Baloons 
had music, one a string band of unusual 
excellence. About seven o'clock in the 
evening " businesa " begins. The 
dealers take their places at the 
stud-horse tables, and commence opera- 
tions by playing a game with an employe' 
of the house. One and another drop in 
and t:d<e a hand in tlio game, and in an 
hour's lime all tho saloons iti the street 
have their tables crowded with inon, tak- 
ing changes on the turn of a card. Ill 
ono place the dealer ia thu wife of the 
proprietor, and .die distributes the cardi 
with unusual dexterity and collects the 
ten pur cont. of the winnings to the 
credit of tho house with unfailing prompt- 
ness. Atone saloon a d mce wa3 hold, 
commencing at 10 o'clock, the female 
partners consisting of the colored liewi 
monde of tho town, tho male dancers 
[laying 25 cents for tho privilege of whirl- 
ing ono of those maids of the mountains 
through lhe windings, or kickings it may 
be, of the dunce. And au the revels koop 
up until daylight in the morning, and the. 
heavy heads retire to rest, some under, 
some on the poker tables, some sleep in 
chairs, whilo a few have the luxury of a 
bed in llio largo room, or mayhap are 
partners in one with an unknown. Your 
correspondent retired early, but it was 
nearly impossible to sleep, with the noise 
of drinkers and gamesters only shut out 
by a piece of cotton. At six o'clock 
everyone has retired, and silence reigns 
tor a few hours. Such is lifo in the rail- 
way construction town, repeated daily, 
Saturday and Sunday nights being tho 
busiest, together with pay-day night, 
whun oi my of the poor deluded human- 
ity spmid their till in having a "good 
time " 

Although the saloon-keepers are mak- 
ing big money in Rogers Pass, they com- 
plain that tho men now employed in tho 
mountains do not spend us much as those 
who wore there last year. This is not re- 
markable, considering wages are lower,

A 
couplo of hours' soliciting secured him 
about $200, and he was forwarded to 
Kamloopa hospital. A man Bick in a 
railway town does not get much caro or 
comfort, nnil his chances of recovery are 
slim, He might as well make his will.

broke clear and cold, and the grand 
boautiea and wonders of Rogers Pass at 
the summit wore visible. East and west 
the high mountains wore covered far down 
with a mantle of pure white, a snowstorm 
having raged above while it rained below. 
In tho centre of tho short run known as 
tlie summit is Pyramid Peak looking 
almost directly above the track. It is 
pyramidal in shape, bare rock, Adjoin- 
ing it ia a large stretch of wall of rock, 
one piece broken from the m tin portion 
looking like nn Egyptian head, and is 
caliod "the old wife of the mountain." 
On either sida of tho track are almost 
perpendicular mountains, all covered with 
snow, the valley being very narrow. 
The pathways of tho destructive 
snow slides are everywhere visible. Last 
winter thoy came down and swept neroHs 
(ho narrow valley and partly up the oppo- 
site hill, carrying freight cars and every- 
thing with thorn. Tho snow on tho level 
here is sometimes over twolvo foot. To 
enable trains to run the snow sheds are bo- 
ing constructed hero of heavy timbers, the 
sides being sloped with rocks and earth so 
that a slide will pass over tho shed either 
way without injury to tho track, ft is cost- 
ing tho railway company many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to keep their road open 
hut they will no doubt successfully accom- 
plish it. When the wonders that have been 
accomplished in ■ railway building 
through the mountains are viewed tho 
spectator cannot help paying a silent tribute 
to ths determination, pluck and ingenuity 
of tho men who have planned and built 
them. 

By the time the west bound train arrives, 
the clouds are again chasing each othor over 
the summit and obscuring the higher peaks. 
Through the summer the atmosphere has 
been almost continuously clour, and very 
few have boon disappointed at tho sights to 
bo viewed through tho mountains. Two 
miles farthor on the Glacier was clearly 
soon, though Syndicate Peak (now named 
Sir Donald) ia only partly visible. It is 
tho intention of the company to build a 
road from tho hotol to tho glacier, and cut

the same day if they wish. The moun- 
tains from tho Glacier to Ravelstoke were 
all visible, and wore a succession of grand 
and varied beauty, somo snow covorod, 
others aombro rock, others timbered to 
their summits, all towering above tho 
track, thoir sides so stoop ss would ren- 
der climbing a dangerous feat. Night 
has settled in when the train roaches 
Sickamoose Narrows, and the trip through 
the lovely lake and river country of the 
Cascade range is made in darkness. This 
is a pity, for the rolling hills and bench 
lands, the rioor farms, and pretty lakes 
would be a relief to tho ovo after all the 
stupendous wondora that have boon 
viewed. Trains oast and west pass during 
the night. The wost-bound train arrivos 
nt Kamloopa at II o'clock, and we are 
driven from the station to the town 
through clouds of dust, and are soon 
booked for a bod in the g arret, the hotel 
being full.

A MUB-IUAICINE MONITOR. 
Jules Verne'sBream Realized in a boat 

CONSTRUCTED OV AN AMERICAN INVEN- 
TOR. 

A. Hub-marino torpedo boat invented 
by Prof, J, H. L. Tuck was yeaterday 
tested and provud a practical buccosh 
in the presence of a large party of 
gerjtlemen intereated. They went 
aboard the steamer Chance Shot at 
Eighty-sixth street, North River. Tho 
Bub-marine vessel lay like a gigantic 
turtle laBbed to the steamer's side. She 
Iuih been christened tho Peacemaker. 
She was constructed nt the yard of 0. 
H. Delamater & (Jo., aud is ISO feet 
long with a breadtli of beam of 8£ feet 
Mid a depth of 1\ feet. The bow and 
atern taper off from amidships, and the 
forward end of the vessel is surmount- 
ed by a dome 12 inches high, which is 
Bet with glass and juat large enough for 
the pilot to get his head into. Admis- 
sion to the boat is through a circular 
scuttle abaft of the dome. At the Btern 
there is a propeller and a rudder of or- 
dinary fashion, and two horizontal rud- 
dara with which the boat may be de- 
flected up or down. The interior is 
half-tilled with machinery and me- 
chanical devices, including a powerful 
little Westinghouae engine. Compress 
ed air is stored in six-inch pipes run- 
ning around the interior, and arrange- 
ments are made by which air may be 
supplied by chemicals. A gauge regis- 
ters the depth of the vessel beneath 
the surface. Light is furnished by an 
incandescent electric lamp. At yester- 
day's experiment, Oapt. John G. Hol- 
land and Engineer John H. Kline slip- 
ped down into the iron hull and fast- 
euod the air tight scuttle. Then the 
captain's head appeared in the look out 
dome and the iron (ish started up the 
river. She had not gone 100 feet be- 
fore she dipped hor noso into the water 
and gradually slid out of sight beneath 
the ruffled surface. The spectators 
anxiously watched the spot where sho 
disappeared for three minutes, when 
she reappeared about a quarter of a 
mile to leeward and headed towards 
tbem. The Sylvan Glen was coming 
down the river only a few hundred feet 
above, and her captain was much sur- 
prised at the sudden appearance of the 
iron monster. He tooted his whistlo 
vigorously and put his wheel hard 
aport, whereat the torpedo boat kick- 
ed up its heels and again disappeared. 
The Peacemaker reached a depth yes- 
terday of forty feet and attained a fair 
rate of speed. The torpedo portion of 
the experiment was not tried. It is de- 
signed to use two torpedoes attached 
together by a chain and fastened to 
corked magnets, which will attach 
tbemsolvos to the iron or steel sheat- 
ing of a vessel to be distroyed. They 
are to be lired by electricity after the 
torpedo boat has reached a safe dis- 
tance. Prof. Tuck is working out a de- 
vice by which he claims the occupants 
of the boat will be enabled to leave it 
at a depthlof forty feet and return 
again in safety. Patents on the sub- 
marine vessel have been secured in the 
United States and throughout Europe. 
A company has been formed under tho 
laws of this State, with M. Roosevelt 
Schuyler as President. — jYeiv York 
World.

— Prince Bismarck, 
who in suffering from an attack of sci- 
atica is much chagrined because Lan- 
erburg, hitherto tho constituency of his 
son, Count Herbert, Bismarck, has re- 
turned a Liberal to the Reichstag.

A Singular Discovery of Ucud 
Bodies. 

At the end of last October, a Paris 
correspondent says, a landslip occurre d 
at Chancelade, in consequonce of which 
a quarry bolow fell in, burying a num- 
ber of workmen. For some days after- 
ward sounds were heard, and BDioke 
was seen issuiug from the quarry, 
which it was believed came from a lire 
lighted by tho men as a signal. Somo 
time, however, elapsed before any ex- 
plorations were undertaken. At length 
a passago to a certain distance was 
opened, but no vestige of human re- 
mains could be found. Further inves- 
tigations were subsequently made, but 
with a like result, and the conclusion 
arrived at was that the bodies must, 
have been crushed by the falling rocks 
at a groater distance inward than could 
be reached. 

Not satisfied with this conclusion, 
however, several of the victim's com- 
rades resolved a few days ago to at- 
tempt to penetrate into a portion of the 
quarries [which they judged not to 
have been sufficiently examined. The 
result was that two bodies .wore found, 
together with the clothes of at least 
five men. Among them were those of 
a man who had gone into the quarry 
after the disaster in search of his sou. 
The intricacies of the approaches seem 
to have been such that this man was 
unable to find his way back and con- 
duct tho men through the passage by 
which he had entered. Tim emaciated 
bodies found, appear to have been 
gnawed by rats. What has become of 
the bodies of the oth°r men whose 
clothes are found is not known. The 
two skeletons were found lying :il full 
length with the faces turned toward 
the ground. 

The engineers are severely blamed 
by public opinion for not exercising 
promptness in their attempts to reach 
the interior of the quarry, and the mag- 
istrates have opened an inquiry on the 
subject. It is certain that air was not 
excluded from the quarry, and, there- 
fore, that^tho men died of starvation.
